A  LTHOUGH  Thanksgiving  Day  had  been  celebrated  occasionally  in  America  since  early  Colonial  days, 
■**■  it  remained  for  Abraham  Lincoln,  in  18G3,  to  sign  the  first  national  annual  Thanksgiving  Procla- 
mation. His  signing  of  the  document  is  depicted  in  the  above  painting,  created  for  the  Lincoln  National 
Life  Insurance  Company  by  the  nationally-known  artist,  Dean  Cornwell.  The  scene  is  historically  correct 
and  shows  Lincoln  in  his  White  House  office  just  after  he  had  completed  his  signature  on  the  document.

Lincoln  Proclaims 
Thanksgiving  Day 


In  1863,  a  year  filled  with  pivotal  historical 
events — the  Emancipation  Proclamation,  the 
Union  victories  at  Gettysburg  and  Vicksburg. 
and  the  Gettysburg  Address — Abraham  Lin- 
coln issued  what  has  become  known  as  the 
first  annual  Thanksgiving  Proclamation. 


Lincoln's    Thanksgiving    Proclamation 


The  year  that  is  drawing  toward  its  close 
has  been  filled  with  the  blessings  of  fruitful 
fields  and  healthful  skies.  To  these  bounties, 
which  are  so  constantly  enjoyed  that  we  are 
prone  to  forget  the  source  from  which  they 
come,  others  have  been  added,  which  are  of  so 
extraordinary  a  nature  that  they  cannot  fail 
to  penetrate  and  soften  the  heart  which  is 
habitually  insensible  to  the  ever-watchful  prov- 
idence of  almighty  God. 

In  the  midst  of  a  civil  war  of  unequalled 
magnitude  and  severity,  which  has  sometimes 
seemed  to  foreign  states  to  invite  and  provoke 
their  aggressions,  peace  has  been  preserved 
with  all  nations,  order  has  been  maintained, 
the  laws  have  been  respected  and  obeyed,  and 
harmony  has  prevailed  everywhere,  except  in 
the  theater  of  military  conflict;  while  that 
theater  has  been  greatly  contracted  by  the  ad- 
vancing armies  and  navies  of  the  Union. 

Needful  diversions  of  wealth  and  of  strength 
from  the  fields  of  peaceful  industry  to  the 
national  defense  have  not  arrested  the  plow, 
the  shuttle,  or  the  ship;  the  ax  has  enlarged 
the  borders  of  our  settlements,  and  the  mines, 
as  well  of  iron  and  coal  as  of  the  precious 
metals,  have  yielded  even  more  abundantly 
than  heretofore.  Population  has  steadily  in- 
creased, notwithstanding  the  waste  that  has 
been  made  in  the  camp,  the  siege,  and  the 
battlefield;  and  the  country,  rejoicing  in  the 
consciousness  of  augmented  strength  and 
vigor,  is  permitted  to  expect  continuance  of 
years  with  large  increase  of  freedom. 

No  human  counsel  hath  devised,  nor  hath 
any    mortal    hand    worked    out    these    jrreat 


things.  They  are  the  gracious  gifts  of  the  Most 
High  God,  who,  while  dealing  with  us  in  anger 
for  our  sins,  hath  nevertheless  remembered 
mercy. 

It  has  seemed  to  me  fit  and  proper  that 
they  should  be  solemnly,  reverently,  and  grate- 
fully acknowledged  as  with  one  heart  and  one 
voice  by  the  whole  American  people.  I  do, 
therefore,  invite  my  fellow-citizens  in  every 
part  of  the  United  States,  and  also  those  who 
are  at  sea  and  those  who  are  sojourning  in 
foreign  lands,  to  set  apart  and  observe  the  last 
Thursday  of  November  next  as  a  day  of 
thanksgiving  and  praise  to  our  beneficent 
Father  who  dwelleth  in  the  heavens.  And  I 
recommend  to  them  that,  while  offering  up 
the  ascriptions  justly  due  to  him  for  singular 
deliverances  and  blessings,  they  do  also,  with 
humble  pentinence  for  our  national  perverse- 
ness  and  disobedience,  commend  to  his  tender 
care  all  those  who  have  become  widows,  or- 
phans, mourners,  or  sufferers  in  the  lamenta- 
ble civil  strife  in  which  we  are  unavoidably 
engaged,  and  fervently  implore  the  interposi- 
tion of  the  almighty  hand  to  heal  the  wounds 
of  the  nation,  and  to  restore  it,  as  soon  as 
may  be  consistent  with  the  Divine  purposes, 
to  the  full  enjoyment  of  peace,  harmony,  tran- 
quility, and  union. 

In  testimony  whereof.  I  have  hereunto  set 
my  hand,  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  United 
States  to  be  affixed. 

Done  at  the  city  of  Washington,  this  third 
day  of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  and 
of  the  independence  of  the  United  States  the 
eighty-eighth. 


Thanksgiving  Day 

The  idea  of  a  Thanksgiving  Day  was  not 
new  in  American  life  when  Lincoln  issued  his 
proclamation  in  1863.  Governor  Bradford  of 
Plymouth  Colony  declared  such  a  day  in  1621 
and  later  years.  President  Washington  pro- 
claimed a  day  of  Thanksgiving  on  two  oc- 
casions and  President  Madison  on  one.  Lin- 
coln himself  issued  proclamations  for  national 
days  of  prayer  to  be  celebrated  in  September, 
1861.  and  April,  1862. 

It  was  in  1863  that  Lincoln  established  the 
precedent  for  holding  Thanksgiving  on  the 
last  Thursday  in  November,  a  tradition  that 
survived  for  76  years  with  only  two  de- 
viations in  date.  Lincoln  chose  this  date  de- 
liberately to  follow  the  pattern  of  Washing- 
ton's first  Thanksgiving  Day  in  1789  and 
further  emulated  the  first  President  by  issuing 
his  proclamation  on  the  same  date,  October  3. 
Lincoln  undoubtedly  was  influenced  to  pro- 
claim a  fixed  annual  Thanksgiving  date  by 
Sarah  Josepha  Hale,  editor  of  a  lady's  maga- 
zine, who  had  persuaded  the  governors  of  20 
states  to  celebrate  Thanksgiving  and  sought  a 
national  observance.  By  calling  for  the  same 
celebration  at  the  same  time  in  1864,  Lincoln 
established  a  fixed  Thanksgiving  date  which 
became  an  annual  event.

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ittle  Known  Facts  About  Thanksgiving 


COLONIAL    THANKSGIVING    DAYS 

GOVERNOR  WILLIAM  BRAD- 
FORD of  the  Massachusetts 
Colony  was  the  founder  of  the 
Thanksgiving  festival.  As  early  as 
1621  he  called  together  the  early  set- 
tlers at  Plymouth  for  the  purpose  of 
offering  thanks  to  God  for  the  preser- 
vation of  their  lives,  food  to  sustain 
them,  and  clothing  for  their  bodies.  A 
man  of  strong  religious  convictions, 
Governor  Bradford  continued  to  call, 
periodically,  seasons  of  thanksgiving. 
One  of  his  earliest  written  manuscripts 
was  entitled,  "God's  Merciful  Dealings 
With  Us  in  the  Wilderness."  Abraham 
Lincoln's  first  American  ancestor,  Sam- 
uel Lincoln,  had  come  to  this  very  wil- 
derness in  1637  and  had  settled  not  far 
from  Plymouth.  As  a  man  of  religious 
inclinations  he  undoubtedly  participated 
in  these  early  Thanksgiving  festivals. 

OCCASIONAL    THANKSGIVING 
CELEBRATIONS 

During  the  Revolutionary  War  Con- 
gress recommended  days  of  fasting 
and  prayer  at  intervals  throughout  the 
long  struggle.  At  its  conclusion  Presi- 
dent Washington  issued  a  proclamation 
naming  Thursday,  November  26,  as  a 
day  for  the  citizens  of  the  new  nation 
to  thank  God  for  a  constitutional  form 
of  government  and  the  blessings  which 
accompanied  it. 

It  was  not  until  1815  that  the  fes- 
tival was  again  revived  on  a  national 
scale  when  President  Madison  urged 
the  people  to  offer  thanks  on  a  day  set 
apart  by  proclamation.  It  came  at  the 
close  of  the  war  with  England  and  was 
a  season  of  prayer  and  praise  for  na- 
tional guidance  and  peace.  For  nearly 
half  a  century  there  were  no  more 
proclamations  forthcoming,  although 
governors  of  many  states,  at  intervals, 
set  apart  certain  days  for  the  annual 
observance  of  the  feast. 

A  THANKSGIVING   ADVOCATE 

The  persistent  effort  of  Sarah 
Josepha  Hale,  a  New  England  woman, 
contributed  much  to  the  building  of  a 
blessings.  .  .  .  The  observance  of  the 
eventually  found  expression  in  a  na- 
tional Thanksgiving  Day  observance. 
For  twenty  years  Mrs.  Hale  labored 
diligently  to  emphasize  the  significance 
of  a  national  fall  festival.  In  a  timely 
editorial  prepared  in  1852  she  said: 
"Thanksgiving  Day  is  the  national 
pledge  of  Christian  faith  in  God  ac- 
knowledging  him    as   the   dispenser   of

blessings.  .  .  .  The  observance  of  the 
day  has  been  gradually  extending,  and 
for  a  few  years  past  efforts  have  been 
made  to  have  a  fixed  day  which  will  be 
universally  observed  throughout  the 
country.  .  .  .  The  last  Thursday  in  No- 
vember was  selected  as  the  day,  on  a 
whole,  most  appropriate."  Ten  years 
later,  in  1862,  she  was  still  pleading 
for  the  national  feast  day  which,  the 
preceding  year,  had  been  celebrated  in 
twenty-four  states  and  three  terri- 
tories. Although  she  had  approached 
former  Presidents  with  respect  to  set- 
ting aside  a  national  holiday  for  praise 
and  prayer,  it  was  not  until  she  ap- 
pealed to  Mr.  Lincoln  in  1863  that  she 
found  a  sympathetic  hearing. 

THE     PRELIMINARY     PROCLAMA- 
TIONS OF  THANKSGIVING 

Lincoln  issued  his  first  Presidential 
proclamation  for  a  day  of  "public 
prayer,  humiliation,  and  fasting"  to  be 
observed  in  September,  1861.  The  fol- 
lowing year  a  Sunday  in  April  was  set 
apart  invoking  divine  guidance  to 
"hasten  the  establishment  of  fraternal 
relations  among  all  the  countries  of  the 


world."  It  was  in  1863,  however,  that 
two  national  feast  days  were  proclaimed 
which  paved  the  way  for  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Thanksgiving  festival  as  it 
is  now  observed. 

A  special  day  of  prayer  was  pro- 
claimed for  Thursday,  April  30,  look- 
ing to  "the  pardon  of  our  national  sins 
and  the  restoration  of  our  now  divided 
and  suffering  country  to  its  former  and 
happy  condition  of  unity  and  peace." 
Another  day,  Thursday,  August  6,  was 
set  apart  in  which  the  people  were  re- 
quested to  offer  thanks  for  the  Gettys- 
burg victory  and  to  call  upon  God  "to 
subdue  the  anger  which  has  produced 
and  so  long  sustained  a  needless  and 
cruel  rebellion." 

It  was  during  this  Thanksgiving  sea- 
son for  Gettysburg  and  its  victory  that 
Mrs.  Hale  called  to  President  Lincoln's 
attention  the  need  of  a  Thanksgiving 
festival  to  be  observed  annually  on  an 
established  day  of  the  year.  Lincoln 
complied  with  this  request  by  issuing 
on  October  3,  1863,  the  proclamation 
naming  the  last  Thursday  in  November, 
1863,  as  the  first  annual  national 
Thanksgiving  Day.

THANKSGIVING  AND 
GETTYSBURG 

The  national  Thanksgiving  Day  of 
1863,  set  apart  by  Abraham  Lincoln, 
fell  on  Thursday,  November  26,  just 
one  week  after  the  dedication  of  the 
Gettysburg  Cemetery  where  Lincoln 
made  his  remarkable  speech.  It  might 
be  said  that  the  Gettysburg  Address 
was  written  in  the  atmosphere  of  this 
Thanksgiving  season,  as  Lincoln's  proc- 
lamation had  already  been  penned  when 
those  few  remarks  at  Gettysburg  were 
prepared. 

In  his  preliminary  words  of  the 
Proclamation  Lincoln  wrote,  "It  has 
seemed  to  me  fit  and  proper"  to  do  this, 
and  he  said  at  Gettysburg  with  refer- 
ence to  the  dedication  of  the  battlefield, 
"It  is  altogether  fitting  and  proper  that 
we  do  this." 

AN  ANNUAL  FESTIVAL 
There  is  nothing  in  the  thanksgiving 
proclamations  of  George  Washington 
which  suggests  the  annual  aspect  of  the 
day;  neither  was  President  Madison 
concerned  with  more  than  the  one  day 
of  thanksgiving  during  his  entire  ad- 
ministration. Evidently  there  was  no 
attempt  to  set  a  precedent. 


Upon  the  delivery  of  Lincoln's  proc- 
lamation in  1863,  however,  contem- 
porary editors  of  various  journals  were 
at  once  conscious  that  Thanksgiving 
Day  had  evolved  into  a  national  insti- 
tution. This  editorial  appearing  in 
Harper's  Weekly  confirms  this  view- 
point: 

"It  is  a  fortunate  circumstance  that 
our  annual  thank-offering  festival  has 
become  a  national  affair  in  which  the 
whole  people  participate  upon  a  com- 
mon day.  .  .  .  We  forget  that  we  are 
states  and  come  to  offer  tribute  to  God 
in  our  capacity  as  a  nation.  The  fes- 
tival thus  becomes  more  significant, 
not  only  in  its  altered  character  but  in 
its  larger  suggestions  and  motives." 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  1864  Lin- 
coln again  set  aside  the  last  Thursday 
in  November  as  a  day  of  Thanksgiving, 
thereby  confirming  the  annual  aspect  of 
the  day.  Upon  Lincoln's  death  Presi- 
dent Johnson  followed  Lincoln's  lead, 
and  so  has  it  been  with  each  succeed- 
ing president. 

THE    LAST    THURSDAY    IN 
NOVEMBER 

There  may  be  those  who  wonder  if 
Abraham   Lincoln  used  good  judgment 


in  the  establishment  of  a  fixed  date  for 
the  annual  Thanksgiving  observance, 
and,  if  he  did,  whether  he  selected  an 
appropriate  one. 

When  Abraham  Lincoln  set  apart  the 
last  Thursday  in  November  as  the  day 
for  the  festival,  he  was  contributing  to 
an  ancient  religious  sentiment  fostered 
by  the  apostolic  church.  A  period  of 
solemnity  was  always  observed  with 
the  coming  of  the  Advent  season.  Fast- 
ing and  penance  had  been  practiced 
during  the  Advent  period  from  time 
immemorial  by  the  Roman  Catholic, 
the  Lutheran,  the  English,  and  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  churches. 

As  early  as  the  sixth  century,  the 
first  Sunday  in  Advent  was  made  the 
New  Year's  Day  of  the  ecclesiastical 
calendar,  and  it  always  followed  the 
last  Thursday  in  November.  The  Fri- 
day and  Saturday  preceding  Advent 
Sunday  were  fast  days,  so  the  last 
Thursday  in  November  became  the  last 
day  of  feasting  in  the  church  year. 
This  fact  made  the  day  available  as  a 
day  of  thanksgiving  festivities. 

It  is  not  strange  that  Washington, 
an  Episcopalian,  who  was  acquainted 
with  the  church  calendar,  chose  with 
discretion    this    last    Thursday    in    No-

vember  as  a  day  of  thanksgiving  and 
praise  which  he  set  apart  by  proclama- 
tion in  1789. 

Lincoln  was  also  familiar  with  the 
Episcopal  calendar,  and  when  he  was 
urged  to  proclaim  a  day  of  national 
thanksgiving  in  1863,  a  copy  of  Wash- 
ington's proclamation  of  1789  was  made 
available  to  him.  Lincoln  not  only 
issued  his  proclamation  on  October  3, 
the  very  same  day  of  the  month  on 
which  Washington  had  issued  his,  but 
he  also  set  apart  for  the  observance  of 
the  national  festival  the  very  same 
day,  the  last  Thursday  in  November. 

THE  EVOLUTION  OF  THANKS- 
GIVING 

It  would  be  necessary  to  go  back  as 
early  as  the  beginning  of  civilization 
itself  to  find  the  first  thought  contrib- 
uting to  a  season  of  Thanksgiving,  but 
it  is  not  difficult  to  observe  the  various 
stages  through  which  the  festival  has 
passed  in  America  from  the  days  of 
the  Pilgrims  up  to  the  present. 

The  encyclopedia,  Americana,  de- 
fines Thanksgiving  Day  as  follows: 
"Thanksgiving  Day  in  the  United 
States,  an  annual  festival  of  thanksgiv- 
ing for  the  mercies  of  the  closing  year. 
The  day  is  fixed  by  proclamation  of  the 
President  and  the  governors  of  States. 
.  .  .  Since  1863,  the  Presidents  have  al- 
ways issued  proclamations  appointing 
the  last  Thursday  in  November  as 
Thanksgiving  Day." 

The  governors  of  the  various  states 
played  a  major  part  in  the  historic  ob- 
servance of  a  Thanksgiving  Day  long 
before  it  became  a  national  holiday, 
and  since  Lincoln's  monumental  proc- 
lamation in  1863  the  governors  have 
likewise  cooperated  with  the  president 
in  setting  apart  the  last  Thursday  in 
November  for  its  observance. 

The  names  of  five  people  should 
have  prominence  in  tracing  the  evolu- 
tion of  Thanksgiving  Day  in  America: 
Governor  Bradford,  the  founder,  rep- 
resenting the  colonial  era;  President 
Washington,  first  executive  to  proclaim 
a  national  observance  of  the  day; 
President  Madison,  for  his  revival  of 
the  institution;  Mrs.  Hale  for  her  life- 
long efforts  on  behalf  of  a  specific  date, 
and  President  Lincoln  who  established 
by  his  proclamation  of  1863  the  First 
Annual  National  Thanksgiving  Day.

May  we  be  humble  and  wise  enough 
to  learn  from  our  children,  from  their 
courage  in  the  face  of  trifles  to  us  but 
tragedies  to  them,  from  their  patience 
with  us,  their  faith  in  the  untried  and 
unknown  future,  and  their  boundless 
hope. 

May  we  be  forever  learning  when  to 
guide  our  children  and  when  to  leave 
them  alone,  that  they  may  at  last  be- 
come completely  free. 

Most  of  all,  grant  us  great  faith,  faith 
in  ourselves,  lest  we  ware  not  risk  our 
children's  imitation  of  us;  faith  in  our 
fellowmen,  for  we  know,  O  God,  that 
we  must  trust  our  children  to  a  human 
society  shaped  by  others,  not  by  us; 
faith  in  these  our  children,  as  we  trans- 
fer to  them  the  sacred  chalice  of  our 
own  unrealized  hopes;  faith  in  Thine

ABRAHAM   LINCOLN 

SPONSOR    OF    VOCATIONAL    EDUCATION 


Educational  institutions  which  have 
specialized  in  agriculture  and  the  me- 
chanical arts  operate  under  a  deep  sense 
of  obligation  to  Abraham  Lincoln.  At  a 
time  when  vocational  education  needed  a 
champion,  previous  efforts  to  promote  it 
having  been  vetoed  by  a  former  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  Abraham  Lin- 
coln came  into  power  and  signed  a  bill 
that  made  possible  the  establishment  of 
State  Universities. 

Lincoln's  sympathy  with  educational 
efforts  dates  back  to  his  first  political 
speech,  made  as  a  candidate  for  the  Leg- 
islature of  Illinois  in  1832,  when  he  was 
but  twenty-three  years  old.     He  said: 

"Upon  the  subject  of  education,  not 
presuming  to  dictate  any  plan  or  system 
respecting  it,  I  can  only  say  that  I  view 
it  as  the  most  important  subject  which 
we  as  a  people  can  be  engaged  in.  That 
every  man  may  receive  at  least  a  moder- 
ate education,  and  thereby  be  enabled  to 
read  the  histories  of  his  own  and  other 
countries,  by  which  he  may  duly  appreci- 
ate the  value  of  our  free  institutions,  ap- 
pears to  be  an  object  of  vital  importance, 
even  on  this  account  alone,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  the  advantages  and  satisfaction  to 
be  derived  from  all  being  able  to  read  the 
Scriptures,  and  other  works  both  of  a  re- 
ligious and  moral  nature,  for  themselves. 

"For  my  part,  I  desire  to  see  the  time 
when  education — and  by  its  means,  mo- 
rality, sobriety,  enterprise,  and  industry 
— shall  become  much  more  general  than 
at  present,  and  should  be  gratified  to  have 
it  in  my  power  to  contribute  something  to 
the  advancement  of  any  measure  which 
might  have  a  tendency  to  accelerate  that 
happy  period." 

Twenty-seven  years  after  this  maiden 
speech,  Lincoln  was  invited  to  deliver  the 
annual  address  at  the  Wisconsin  State 
Fair,  held  in  Milwaukee,  September,  1859. 
After  discussing  probable  improvements 


in  the  field  of  agriculture  through  discov- 
ery and  invention  and  the  relation  of  la- 
bor and  capital,  he  concluded:  "From 
these  premises  the  problem  springs — 
'How  can  labor  and  education  be  the  most 
satisfactorily  combined?'"  In  develop- 
ing his  argument  he  assumed  that  "free 
labor  insists  on  universal  education  .  .  . 
education  is  the  natural  companion  of  free 
labor."  The  gist  of  his  remarks  on  edu- 
cation follows: 

"This  leads  to  the  further  reflection, 
that  no  other  human  occupation  opens  so 
wide  a  field  for  the  profitable  and  agree- 
able combination  of  labor  with  cultivated 
thought,  as  agriculture.  I  know  nothing 
so  pleasant  to  the  mind,  as  the  discovery 
of  that  which  is  at  once  new  and  valuable 
■ — nothing  that  so  lightens  and  sweetens 
toil,  as  the  hopeful  pursuit  of  such  discov- 
ery. And  how  vast,  and  how  varied  a 
field  is  agriculture,  for  such  discovery. 
The  mind,  already  trained  to  thought,  in 
the  country  school,  or  higher  school,  can- 
not fail  to  find  there  an  exhaustless 
source  of  enjoyment.  Every  blade  of 
grass  is  a  study;  and  to  produce  two, 
where  there  was  but  one,  is  both  a  profit 
and  a  pleasure.  And  not  grass  alone;  but 
soils,  seeds,  and  seasons-hedges,  ditches, 
and  fences,  draining,  drouths,  and  irriga- 
tion-plowing, hoeing,  and  harrowing — 
reaping,  mowing,  and  threshing — saving 
crops,  pests  of  crops,  diseases  of  crops, 
and  what  will  prevent  or  cure  them — im- 
plements, utensils,  and  machines,  their 
relative  merits,  and  to  improve  them — 
hogs,  horses,  and  cattle — sheep,  goats, 
and  poultry — trees,  shrubs,  fruits,  plants, 
and  flowers — the  thousand  things  of 
which  these  are  specimens — each  a  world 
of  study  within  itself. 

"In  all  this,  book  learning  is  available. 
A  capacity,  and  taste,  for  reading,  gives 
access  to  whatever  has  already  been  dis- 
covered by  others.     It  is  the  key,  or  one

of  the  keys,  to  the  already  solved  prob- 
lems. And  not  only  so.  It  gives  a  relish 
and  facility  for  successfully  pursuing  the 
unsolved  ones.  The  rudiments  of  science 
are  available,  and  highly  .valuable.  Some 
knowledge  of  botany  assists  in  dealing 
with  the  vegetable  world — with  all  grow- 
ing crops.  Chemistry  assists  in  the  an- 
alysis of  soils,  selection,  and  application 
of  manures,  and  in  numerous  other  ways. 
The  mechanical  branches  of  natural  phi- 
losophy are  ready  help  in  almost  every- 
thing; but  especially  in  reference  to  im- 
plements and  machinery. 

"The  thought  recurs'  that  education — 
cultivated  thought — can  best  be  combined 
with  agricultural  labor,  or  any  labor,  on 
the  principle  of  thorough  work — that 
careless,  half-performed,  slovenly  work, 
makes  no  place  for  such  combination." 

On  September  10, 1927,  President  Calvin 
Coolidge  dedicated  the  Lincoln  Memorial 
Library  of  the  South  Dakota  State  Col- 
lege. On  this  occasion,  in  the  course  of 
his  dedicatory  address,  he  made  the  fol- 
lowing statement  with  reference  to  Lin- 
coln's signing  the  bill  providing  for  a 
grant  of  land  in  the  several  states  to  es- 
tablish educational  institutions  in  agri- 
culture and  the  mechanical  arts: 

"It  is  said  that  Jonathan  B.  Turner  was 
the  author  of  this  measure,  and  that  be- 
fore he  was  nominated  Lincoln  had  told 
him  that  if  he  were  chosen  president  the 
proposal  would  have  his  approval.  Rep- 
resentative Morrill,  of  Vermont,  later  sen- 
ator for  many  years,  fathered  the  bill  in 
the  congress  and  it  bears  his  name.  It 
was  passed  and  signed  by  President  Lin- 
coln on  July  2,  1862.  Under  its  provi- 
sions 30,000  acres  of  public  land  for  each 
of  their  senators  and  representatives  in 
the  congress  were  given  to  each  state  to 
be  used  for  the  support  of  a  college  of 
agriculture  and  mechanical  arts. 

"These  grants  of  land  have  been  great- 
ly supplemented  by  direct  appropriations 
from  the  national  treasury,  until  under 
laws  now  in  existence  the  annual  appro- 
priations made  by  the  congress  for  this 
purpose  run  into  millions  of  dollars. 

"All  of  this  is  the  realization  of  the 
vision  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  which  may 
have  come  to  him  as  he  rode  the  circuit 
over  the  prairies  of  Illinois,  or  as  he  went 
up  and  down  the  state  in  the  conduct  of 
political  campaigns.  Its  material  and 
spiritual  effect  upon  the  well-being  of  our 
country  is  beyond  estimation. 

"We  should  all  of  us  remember  Lin- 
coln as  the  great  emancipator,  the  presi- 
dent who  guided  the  nation  through  four 
years  of  internal  conflict,  who  demon- 
strated beyond  future  question  the  na- 
tional quality  of  our  institutions  and  the 
indestructibility  of  our  Union,  who  re- 
moved forever  from  our  soil  the  stain  of 
human  slavery  and  who  possessed  a  God- 
given  insight  into  the  hearts  of  the 
American  people.  But  these  elements  of 
his  greatness  should  not  be  permitted  to 
eclipse  the  mighty  service  which  he  ren- 
dered to  the  cause  of  vocational  educa- 
tion by  his  advocacy  and  approval  of  the 
measure  which  established  what  are  usu- 
ally referred  to  as  our  state  agricultural 
colleges."

I  am  very  glad  to  write  these  few  words  to  the 
American  farm  youth  of  today.  It  seems  to  me  that 
in  many  ways  they  are  more  fortunate  than  their 
city  brethren,  because  while  they  may  never  attain 
to  heights  of  luxury,  they  may  more  quickly  acquire 
a  satisfying  life. 

Farming  has  always  been  a  way  of  life  as  well  as 
a  profession,  but  today  it  is  a  very  highly  specialized 
business  and  requires  as  much  ability  and, education 
as  any  other  kind  of  occupation.  To  be  really  suc- 
cessful in  farming  today,  you  must  keep  an  open 
mind,  know  about  the  new  discoveries  and  try  them 
out.  Much  more  is  known  about  scientific  farming 
and  what  can  be  done  to  improve  soil,  and  the  growth 
of  trees,  shrubs,  crops  and  vegetables.  But,  like  any- 
thing else,  success  goes  to  those  who  produce  the  best 
and  the  perfectionist  spirit  is  a  good  spirit  to  have 
in  the  agricultural  field. 

It  was  always  said  in  the  old  days  that  rural  peo- 


ple were  the  conservatives  of  the  nation.  Perhaps 
they  still  are,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  it  is  new  developments  which  make  farms 
profitable  today,  they  should  also  have  an  inquiring 
mind  and  this  approach  in  their  job  should  be  carried 
through  in  their  approach  to  life  as  a  whole. 

Changes  are  coming'  about  not  only  in  this  country, 
but  in  the  world  about  us,  and  farm  youth  which  is 
our  most  stable  population,  should  take  an  active 
part  in  the  moulding  of  all  these  changes. 

It  is  important  today  that  farm  youth  should  be 
cognizant  of  the  problems  of  the  city  youth.  They 
are  so  closely  tied  together  in  their  interests  and  yet 
in  the  past,  they  have  so  often  acted  as  though  they 
were  not  dependent  on  each  other.  The  prosperity 
of  the  city  and  of  the  country  goes  hand  in  hand,  and 
therefore  it  is  necessary  that  both  city  and  country 
young  people  study  each  other's  problems  and  try  to 
act  for  their  common  good.

Our  Lost 
Thanksgiving  Proclamation 

By  Norman  C.  Schlichter 


1HANKSGIVING  never  comes 
round  without  reminding  me  of 
the  loss  of  that  first  Thanksgiv- 
ing Proclamation  which  President 
Washington  issued  on  October  3, 
1789. 

It  was  written  by  him  and  signed 
in  his  boldest  handwriting,  and  then 
a  little  later  it  was  mislaid  in  some 
way  and  was  lost  for  132  years. 

In  1921  the  document  showed  up 
mysteriously  and  it  was  pronounced 
authentic  by  Dr.  J.  C.  Fitzpatrick,  at 
that  time  the  assistant  chief  of  the 
manuscripts  division  of  the  Library 
of  Congress.  Its  owner  was  paid  $300 
for  the  valuable  manuscript.  Wasn't 
this  an  odd  purchase  for  our  govern- 
ment to  make?  But  every*American 
is  glad  that  it  is  now  in  the  safe  pos- 
session of  our  country. 

When  a  resolution  came  up  in 
Congress  soon  after  our  new  govern- 
ment was  formed  calling  upon  the 
President  to  "recommend  to  the 
people  of  the  United  States  a  day  of 
public  thanksgiving  and  prayer,  etc." 
a  number  of  the  Congressmen  voted 


against  it,  largely  on  political  grounds. 

This  was  because  the  resolution 
suggested  thanks  to  God  for  the  "op- 
portunity to  establish  a  constitution 
of  government  for  their  (the 
people's)  safety  and  happiness." 

In  his  speech  against  the  resolu- 
tion, as  presented.  Representative 
Aedenus  Burke,  of  South  Carolina, 
said  that  "the  people  may  not  be  in- 
clined to  return  thanks  for  a  constitu- 
tion until  they  have  experienced  that 
it  promotes  their  safety  and  happi- 
ness." 

But  the  resolution  was  put  through 
by  a  big  majority  and  that  first 
Thanksgiving  Day,  Thursday,  No- 
vember 26,  1789,  was  reverently  ob- 
served throughout  our  new  land. 
However,  there  must  have  been  little 
permanent  interest  in  the  idea  for 
there  was  no  second  national 
Thanksgiving  Day  until  on  the  last 
Thursday  of  1863  by  proclamation  of 
President  Abraham  Lincoln.  Since 
then  it  has  been  an  annual  national 
holiday.  No  other  nation  has  one 
quite  like  it.

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Little  Known  Facts  About 
Thanksgiving  Day 


/GOVERNOR  Wil- 
^-'  liam  Bradford  of 
the  Massachusetts  Col- 
ony was  the  found- 
er of  the  Thanksgiving  festival.  As  early 
as  1621  he  called  together  the  early  settlers 
at  Plymouth  for  the  purpose  of  offering 
thanks  to  God  for  the  preservation  of  their 
lives,  food  to  sustain  them,  and  clothing 
for  their  bodies.  A  man  of  strong  religious 
convictions,  Governor  Bradford  continued 
to  call,  periodically,  seasons  of  thanksgiv- 
ing. One  of  his  earliest  written  manu- 
scripts was  entitled,  "Gods  Merciful  Deal- 
ings with  us  in  the  Wilderness."  Abraham 
Lincoln's  first  American  ancestor,  Samuel 
Lincoln,  had  come  to  this  very  wilderness 
in  1637  and  had  settled  not  far  from  Ply- 


There  seems  to  have  been  little  re- 
cognition of  the  part  which  Abraham 
Lincoln  played  in  nationalizing 
Thanksgiving  Day,  yet  in  the  year 
1863  he  captured  the  New  England 
spirit  of  "fruitful  fields  and  health- 
ful skies"  and  incorporated  it  in  a 
proclamation  which  designated  the 
first  annual  national  Thanksgiving 
Day.  The  national  observence  of 
Thanksgiving  during  this  past  three 
quarters  of  a  century  has  brought 
good  cheer  into  our  homes,  quick- 
ened our  patriotic  impulses,  and 
given  the  nation  an  unusual  oppor- 
tunity to  reaffirm  its  loyalty  to  the 
"beneficent  Creator  and  Ruler  of  the 
Universe."

Occasional  Thanksgiving  Celebrations 

During  the  Revolutionary  War  Congress 
recommended  days  of  fasting  and  prayer 
at  intervals  throughout  the  long  struggle. 
At  its  conclusion  President  Washington 
issued  a  proclamation  naming  Thursday. 
November  26,  as  a  day  for  the  citizens  of 
the  new  nation  to  thank  God  for  a  consti- 
tutional form  of  government  and  the  bless- 
ings which  accompanied  it. 

It  was  not  until  1815  that  the  festival 
was  again  revived  on  a  national  scale  when 
President  Madison  urged  the  people  to 
offer  thanks  on  a  day  set  apart  by  procla- 
mation. It  came  at  the  close  of  the  war 
with  England  and  was  a  season  of  prayer 
and  praise  for  national  guidance  and 
peace.  For  nearly  half  a  century  there 
were  no  more  proclamations  forthcoming, 
although  governors  of  many  states,  at  in- 
tervals, set  apart  certain  days  for  the  an- 
nual observance  of  the  feast. 

A  Thanksgiving  Advocate 

The  persistent  effort  of  Sarah  Josepha 
Hale,  a  New  England  woman,  contributed 
much  to  the  building  of  a  favorable  public 
sentiment  which  eventually  found  expres- 
sion in  a  national  Thanksgiving  Day  obser- 
vance.    For  twenty  years  Mrs.  Hale  labor-

ed  diligently  to  emphasize  the  significance 
of  a  national  fall  festival.  In  a  timely 
editorial  prepared  in  1852  she  said: 
"Thanksgiving  Day  is  the  national  pledge 
of  Christian  faith  in  God  acknowledging 
him  as  the  dispenser  of  blessings  .  .  .  The 
observance  of  the  day  has  been  gradually 
extending,  and  for  a  few  years  past  efforts 
have  been  made  to  have  a  fixed  day  which 
will  be  universally  observed  throughout 
the  country  .  .  .  The  last  Thursday  in  Nov- 
ember was  selected  as  the  day,  on  a  whole, 
most  appropriate."  Ten  years  later,  in 
1862,  she  was  still  pleading  for  the  nation- 
al feast  day  which,  the  preceding  year,  had 
been  celebrated  in  twenty-four  states  and 
three  territories.  Although  she  had  ap- 
proached  former    Presidents   with   respect 


to  setting  aside  a  national  holiday  for 
praise  and  prayer,  it  was  not  until  she 
appealed  to  Mr.  Lincoln  in  1863  that  she 
found  a  sympathetic  hearer. 

The  Preliminary  Proclamations  of 
Thanksgiving 

Lincoln  issued  his  first  Presidential 
proclamation  for  a  day  of  "public  prayer, 
humiliation,  and  fasting"  to  be  observed 
in  September  1861.  The  following  year 
a  Sunday  in  April  was  set  apart  invoking 
divine  guidance  to  "hasten  the  establish- 
ment of  fraternal  relations  among  all  the 
countries  of  the  world."  It  was  in  1863, 
however,  that  two  national  fast  days  were 
proclaimed   which  paved  the  way  for  the 
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establishment  of  the  Thanksgiving  festival 
as  it  is  now  observed. 

A  special  day  of  prayer  was  proclaimed 
for  Thursday,  April  30,  looking  to  "the 
pardon  of  our  national  sins  and  the  restor- 
ation of  our  now  divided  and  suffering 
country  to  its  former  and  happy  condi- 
tion of  unity  and  peace."  Another  day, 
Thursday,  August  6,  was  set  apart  in  which 
the  people  were  requested  to  offer  thanks 
for  the  Gettysburg  victory  and  to  call  upon 
God  "to  subdue  the  anger  which  has  pro- 
duced and  so  long  sustained  a  needless 
and  cruel  rebellion." 

It  was  during  this  Thanksgiving  season 
for  Gettysburg  and  its  victory  that  Mrs. 
Hale  called  to  President  Lincoln's  atten- 
tion the  need  of  a  Thanksgiving  festival 
to  be  observed  annually  on  an  established 
day  of  the  year.  Lincoln  complied  with 
this  request  by  issuing  on  October  3,  1863, 
the  proclamation  naming  the  last  Thursday 
in  November,  1863,  as  the  first  annual  na- 
tional Thanksgiving  Day. 

President  Abraham  Lincoln's  Proclamation 
of  Thanksgiving  —  Issued  October  3,  1863 

"The  year  that  is  drawing  toward  its 
close  has  been  filled  with  the  blessings  of 
fruitful  fields  and  healthful  skies.  To 
these  bounties,  which  are  so  constantly  en- 
joyed that  we  are  prone  to  forget  the  source 
from  which  they  come,  others  have  been 
added,  which  are  of  so  extraordinary  a 
nature  that  they  cannot  fail  to  penetrate 
and  soften  the  heart  which  is  habitually 
insensible  to  the  ever-watchful  providence 
of  almighty  God. 

"In  the  midst  of  a  civil  war  of  unequalled 
magnitude  and  severity,  which  has  some- 
times seemed  to  foreign  states  to  invite 
and  provoke  their  aggressions,  peace  has 
been  preserved  with  all  nations,  order  has 
been  maintained,  the  laws  have  been  re- 
spected and  obeyed,  and  harmony  has  pre- 
vailed everywhere,  except  in  the  theater 
of  military  conflict;  while  that  theater  has 
been  greatly  contracted  by  the  advancing 
armies  and  navies  of  the  Union. 


"Needful  diversions  of  wealth  and  of 
strength  from  the  fields  of  peaceful  indus- 
try to  the  national  defense  have  not  arrest- 
ed the  plow,  the  shuttle,  or  the  ship;  the 
ax  has  enlarged  the  borders  of  our  settle- 
ments, and  the  mines,  as  well  of  iron  and 
coal  as  of  the  precious  metals,  have  yielded 
even  more  abundantly  than  heretofore. 
Population  has  steadily  increased,  notwith- 
standing the  waste  that  has  been  made  in 
the  camp,  the  siege,  and  the  battlefield; 
and  the  country,  rejoicing  in  the  conscious- 
ness of  augmented  strength  and  vigor,  is 
permitted  to  expect  continuance  of  years 
with  large  increase  of  freedom. 

"No  human  counsel  hath  devised,  nor 
hath  any  mortal  hand  worked  out  these 
great  things.  They  are  the  gracious  gifts 
of  the  Most  High  God,  who,  while  dealing 
with  us  in  anger  for  our  sins,  hath  never- 
theless remembered  mercy. 

"It  has  seemed  to  me  fit  and  proper  that 
they  should  be  solemnly,  reverently,  and 
gratefully  acknowledged  as  with  one  heart 
and  one  voice  by  the  whole  American 
people.  I  do,  therefore,  invite  my  fellow- 
citizens  in  every  part  of  the  United  States, 
and  also  those  who  are  at  sea  and  those 
who  are  sojourning  in  foreign  lands,  to 
set  apart  and  observe  the  last  Thursday  of 
November  next  as  a  day  of  thanksgiving 
and  praise  to  our  beneficent  Father  who 
dwelleth  in  the  heavens.  And  I  recom- 
mend to  them  that,  while  offering  up  the 
ascriptions  justly  due  to  him  for  singular 
deliverances  and  blessings,  they  do  also, 
with  humble  penitence  for  our  national 
perverseness  and  disobedience,  commend 
to  his  tender  care  all  those  who  have  be- 
come widows,  orphans,  mourners,  or  suf- 
ferers in  the  lamentable  civil  strife  in 
which  we  are  unavoidably  engaged,  and 
fervently  implore  the  interposition  of  the 
almighty  hand  to  heal  the  wounds  of  the 
nation,  and  to  restore  it,  as  soon  as  may 
be  consistent  with  the  Divine  purposes,  to 
the  full  enjoyment  of  peace,  harmony, 
tranquility,  and  union. 

"In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto

set  my  hand,  and  caused  the  seal  of  the 
United  States  to  be  affixed. 

"Done  at  the  city  of  Washington,  this 
third  day  of  October,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-three,  and  of  the  independence  of  the 
United    States   the   eighty-eighth. 

Abraham  Lincoln 
By  the  President:  WILLIAM  H.  SEWARD. 
Secretary  of  State." 

An  Annual  Festival 

There  is  nothing  in  the  thanksgiving 
proclamations  of  George  Washington  which 
suggests  the  annual  aspect  of  the  day; 
neither  was  President  Madison  concerned 
with  more  than  the  one  day  of  thanksgiv- 
ing during  his  entire  administration.  Evi- 
dently there  was  no  attempt  to  set  a  prece- 
dent. 

Upon  the  delivery  of  Lincoln's  procla- 
mation in  1863,  however,  contemporary 
editors  of  various  journals  were  at  once 
conscious  that  Thanksgiving  Day  had 
evolved  into  a  national  institution.  This 
editorial  appearing  in  Harper's  Weekly- 
confirms  this  viewpoint: 

"It  is  a  fortunate  circumstance  that  our 
annual  thank-offering  festival  has  become 
a  national  affair  in  which  the  whole  people 
participate  upon  a  common  day  .  .  .We  for- 
get that  we  are  states  and  come  to  offer 
tribute  to  God  in  our  capacity  as  a  nation. 
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The  festival  thus  becomes  more  significant, 
not  only  in  its  altered  character  but  in  its 
larger  suggestions  and  motives." 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  1864  Lincoln 
again  set  aside  the  last  Thursday  in  Novem- 
ber as  a  day  of  thanksgiving,  thereby  con- 
firming the  annual  aspect  of  the  day.  Upon 
Lincoln's  death  President  Johnson  follow- 
ed Lincoln's  lead,  and  so  has  it  been  with 
each  succeeding  President. 

The  Last  Thursday  in  November 

There  may  be  those  who  wonder  if  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  used  good  judgment  in  the 
establishment  of  a  fixed  date  for  the  annual 
Thanksgiving  observance,  and,  if  he  did, 
whether   he   selected   an    appropriate   one. 

When  Abraham  Lincoln  set  apart  the 
last  Thursday  in  November  as  the  day  for 
the  festival,  he  was  contributing  to  an 
ancient  religious  sentiment  fostered  by  the 
apostolic  church.  A  period  of  solemnity 
was  always  observed  with  the  coming  of 
the  Advent  season.  Fasting  and  penance 
had  been  practiced  during  the  Advent  per- 
iod from  time  immemorial  by  the  Roman 
Catholic,  the  Lutheran,  the  English,  and 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  churches. 

As  early  as  the  sixth  century,  the  first 
Sunday  in  Advent  was  made  the  New 
Year's  Day  of  the  ecclesiastical  calendar, 
and  it  always  followed  the  last  Thursday 
in  November.  The  Friday  and  Saturday 
preceding  Advent  Sunday  were  fast  days, 
so  the  last  Thursday  in  November  became 
the  last  day  of  feasting  in  the  church  year. 
This  fact  made  the  day  available  as  a  day 
of  thanksgiving  festivities. 

It  is  not  strange  that  Washington,  an 
Episcopalian,  who  was  acquainted  with 
the  church  calendar,  chose  with  discretion 
this  last  Thursday  in  November  as  a  day 
of  thanksgiving  and  praise  which  he  set 
apart  by  proclamation  in  1789. 

Lincoln  was  also  familiar  with  the  Epis- 
copal calendar,  and  when  he  was  urged  to 
proclaim  a  day  of  national  thanksgiving 
in  1863,  a  copy  of  Washington's  procla- 
mation of  1789  was  made  available  to  him. 
Lincoln  not  only  issued  his  proclamation 
on  October  3,  the  very  same  day  of  the

month  on  which  Washington  had  issued1 
his,  but  he  also  set  apart  for  the  observance 
of  the  national  festival  the  very  same  day-, 
the  last  Thursday  in  November. 

The  Evolution  of  Thanksgiving 

It  would  be  necessary  to  go  back  as  early 
as  the  beginning  of  civilization  itself  to 
find  the  first  thought  contributing  to  a 
season  of  Thanksgiving,  but  it  is  not  dif- 
ficult to  observe  the  various  stages  through 
which  the  festival  has  passed  in  America 
from  the  days  of  the  Pilgrims  up  to  the 
present. 

The  encyclopedia,  Americana,  defines 
Thanksgiving  Day  as  follows:  "Thanks- 
giving Day  in  the  United  States,  an  annual 
festival  of  thanksgiving  for  the  mercies 
of  the  closing  year.  The  day  fixed  by 
proclamation  of  the  President  and  the 
governors  of  States  .  .  .  Since  1863,  the 
Presidents  have  always  issued  proclama- 
tions appointing  the  last  Thursday  in  Nov- 
ember as  Thanksgiving  Day." 

The  governors  of  the  various  states 
played  a  major  part  in  the  historic  obser- 
vance of  a  Thanksgiving  Day  long  before 
it  became  a  national  holiday,  and  since 
Lincoln's  monumental  proclamation  in 
1863  the  governors  have  likewise  cooper- 
ated with  the  President  in  setting  apart 
the  last  Thursday  in  November  for  its 
observance. 

The  names  of  five  people  should  have 
prominence  in  tracing  the  evolution  of 
Thanksgiving  Day  in  America:  Governor 
Bradford,  the  founder,  representing  the 
colonial  era;  President  Washington,  first 
executive  to  proclaim  a  national  observance 
of  the  day;  President  Madison,  for  his 
revival  of  the  institution ;  Mrs.  Hale  for  her 
life-long  efforts  on  behalf  of  a  specific 
date;  and  President  Lincoln  who  establish- 
ed by  his  proclamation  of  1863  the  First 
Annual  National  Thanksgiving  Day.
